Director Adams points out that the records 
of the Division show that there has been a 
yearly increase in the number of persons con- 
victed during the past few years of hunting 
or fishing without a license. The most 
notable increase in the convictions of this 
sort was in the cases of fishing without a 
license. m

that every person who intends to fish in 
stocked waters should first procure a sport- 
ing license. 

These licenses may be obtained from any 
town or city clerk in the state and they are 
good all over the state regardless of where 
purchased. They cannot be purchased at 
the State House.

Of all such fallacies, three stand forth as the 
most harmful. Let us in this article consider 
one of them only. 

Fatiacy I 

That because the citizens of Andover are 
rich, therefore the town of Andover is rich; 
because their income is large, therefore the 
income of the town is large; as they can afford 
to spend, so can the town afford to spend. 

This fallacy is quite popular in Andover, 
yet a moment’s reflection shows how utterly 
false it is. What earthly relation has the 
income of an Andover citizen to the income 
of the town? His income could be $50,000 a 
year, yet he pay only a $2.00 tax. He might 
board at the Phillips Inn and invest his in- 
come in non-taxable property. In this case 
the town would benefit financially by his 
$2.00 poll tax and no more. Only to the 
extent that his capital is invested in real or 
personal property within the limits of An- 
dover would his income help out one iota our 
town’s exchequer. Hundreds of Andover’s 
richest men have the bulk of their capital so 
invested as not to yield a penny of tax to 
Andover. Andover looks not to her rich men 
for support; her income is derived solely 
from her taxable property. Her wealth and 
her citizen’s wealth are absolutely inde- 
pendent each of the other. 

Such a self-evident truth would need no re- 
statement were it not repeatedly mixed with 
fallacy and served up to Andover voters 
through annual town reports, correspond-

Sweeping 
his eye over the nation he finds an increase of 
63 per cent in the perp income between 
1913 and 1920.

The Law Against Games of Chance. 


Attorney General Reading has de- 
livered an ultimatum to churches and 
societies which are in the habit of holding 
games of chance. About a week ago 
he called representatives of various 
religious and social orgainzations to his 
office in the State House, and told them 
that hereafter raffles must be stopped. 
“It is the law,” the Attorney General 
declared, ‘“‘and must be observed.” 

One cannot always be sure that the 
law ought to be observed. Some laws 
are too foolish to be observed, while 
others, passed for a generation who 
have rotted in their graves a great 
many years are too out of harmony 
with the life of today to be worthy of 
observance, 

Mr. Reading knows this. When he is 
out in his car he does not refuse to go 
over twenty miles an hour because 
“it is the law and must be observed.” 
Why he should pick and choose, 
deciding to force this law onto the 
public and not some other, is not easy 
to understand. If he should be con- 
scientious in his duty and enforce all 
laws for the simple reason that they 
exist in some musty statute book, 
“God save the Commonwealth of Mass- 
achusetts.”’ 

There was a time, now fortunately 
past, when legislators felt it their duty 
to prescribe the conduct of the people. 
The law forbade a man to kiss his wife on 
Sunday, or a mother to wash her baby 
in a bath tub. These, or similarly 
ridiculous laws still exist on the books. 
Why not enforce them too, in the name 
of the sanctity of the law? 

President Coolidge, in an address at 
San Francisco in August 1922, said: 
“There is danger, disappointment and 
disaster unless there be a wider com- 
prehension of the limitations of the law. 
The attempt to regulate, control, and 
prescribe social conduct and relations 
is very old. It was a practice of primi- 
tive peoples. 

“Such governments assume juris- 
diction over the action, property, life, 
and even religious convicitions of their 
citizens, down to the minutest detail. 
A large part of the history of free 
institutions is the history of the people 
strugging to emancipate themselves 
from all this bondage. Real reform 
does not begin with law. It ends with 
a law.” 

The fact that respectable citizens 
have permitted themselves to disregard 
this Jaw when conducting games for 
worthy causes shows that public opinion

Miss Mary Driscoll Addresses the League 
of Women Voters 


Some one is to blame —some one has 
failed when 21,000 persons under twenty-two 
years of age are on probation in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. Miss Mary 
Driscoll, a member of the State Probation 
Committee, after twenty years of intimate 
work with women who have “failed,” finds 
that viciousness is not born in a day or a 
year; that a woman does not live down a 
reformatory record; that reformable ma- 
terial with juveniles does not belong in an 
institution. What a person thinks, makes 
for the final decision of what a person does. 
Were we really thinking of the future of 
these children we would be slow to give them 
a reformatory record. 

Massachusetts has three Training Schools 
for juvenile delinquents under seventeen 
ines of age. The Lancaster School alone, 

as 350 girls, the average age being fifteen, 
though four of these are only nine years old. 
Children under seventeen years of age have 
not lived long enough to responsible for 
their situation. The blame belongs else- 
where, frequently in the home, as women 
probation officers have found times without 
number. 

Judge Cabot’s is the only really adequate 
Juvenile Court in the State. A wonderful 
piece of work is being done there, but the 
work should be done before the offender ever 
reaches a court. 

There should be a dean in every High 
School, and women in Grammar Schools who 
would teach children about intimate things 
involving sex. Such women must be “‘hand- 
picked,” women of tolerance, women of 
understanding, else more damage than good 
will result. 

Between sixty and seventy thousand girls 
disappear every year. What becomes of 
there Where did they first go wrong? The 
dance hall is usually the answer. 

The adolescent is the hardest problem in 
the world—and the most misunderstood. 
Girls who work all day in a cracker factory 
or a rubber shop, whose mothers are too tired 
to try to understand them, usually seek their 
recreation in a public dance hall. When 
fifty cents is the price of admission, there are 
sure to be undesirables. Miss Driscoll tried 
to prove, unsuccessfully, that undesirables 
could be kept out by opening a dance hall of 
her own. It couldn’t be done. 

There is a law prohibiting children under 
seventeen from public dance halls, but the 
law is easily evaded. If this condition is to 
be remedied, if the girls are to have a chance, 
public dance halls must be controlled and 
the law enforced. 

Every town should have a police woman 
working shoulder to shoulder with the home 
and schools. Her office should be a place 
where problems are solved, her efficienc 
gauged not by the number of juvenile of- 
fenders she brings into the courts, but by the 
number she keeps out. 

The health program adopted in the schools 
is an excellent thing. But one who is physic- 
ally perfect, yet morally unsound, makes a 
poor citizen. 

To face these problems and work for their 
solution is every woman’s job.

permit shall be issued for the erection, alteration or 
conversion of any building for or to any such pro- 
hibited use upon any such parcel. 

Section 3. A permit may be issued for the erec- 
tion in any residence district of a building for the 
purpose of any business or industry or for alteration 
or conversion of a building in such district for or to 
such purposes, if the selectmen shall after public 
hearing so order; provided that there be filed with 
the application for such permit consents thereto 
signed and acknowledged by three-fourths of the 
owners or legal representatives of the owners of all 
lands used for the purposes for which said district is 
restricted as provided in Section 1, including vacant

A Littie Out Of The Way--But It Pays Te Walk 


President Coolidge Proclaims 
American Forest Week. 


The week of April 24-30 has been officially 
designated for nation-wide observance as 
“American Forest Week” by President 
Coolidge, in a proclamation made public by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

This year will mark the seventh annual 
observance of the Week, President Harding 
in 1921 having issued the first proclamation 
which brought the Federal Government be- 
hind the movement. Of the numerous weeks 
observed in the country, this is the only one 
to which the Government of the United 
States has given recognition and support. 

The President proclaimed the 195 Ameri- 
can Forest Week “‘in the belief that no other 
of our internal problems is of greater moment 
than the rehabilitation of our forests, now so 
hopefully begun but needing the strong sup- 

rt of our collective will and intelligence.” 

fe emphasized the importance of farm 
forestry as a means for lessening agricultural 
surpluses and meeting the problem of agri- 
cultural overproduction, and the resulting 
depression in the farming industry. Regard- 
ing the part forestry might play in farm relief 
the President said: 

“Qne-fourth of our soil is better suited to 
timber-growing than anything else. I can 
not excape the conviction that our industriel 
and agricultural stability will be streng- 
thened by bringing into full productive use 
this great Somat of land, Although much 
progress has been made in public forestry 
and hopeful beginnings in private forestry, 
we still have a vast aggregate of idle or semi- 
idle forest land, and another large aggregate 
of poor farm land that might more profitably 
grow timber instead of adding to the problem 
of agricultural overproduction.” 

Agriculture would find in timber growing 
a strong ally, the President said, providing 
markets for farm produce and for surplus 
labor. 

American Forest Week this year will assume 
an international scope through the fact that 
Canada will observe forest week at the same 
time. Through the Department of State, the 
Mexican Government also has been invited 
to participate in this year’s carnpalgn for the 
prnksath, perpetuation and right use of the 
orests. 

g In making public the President’s pro 
clamation, Secretary of*Argiculture Jardine 
pointed out that special significance is 
attached to the observance of the Week in 
1927 in view of the disastrous fire season 
through which the country passed last sum- 


mer and of the need for bringing home to the 
people of the Nation the necessity for ade- 
quate protection of the forests. Cooperation 
between the Federal Government and the 
States under the Clarke-McNary Act has 
just got into full swing as well, he said, and 
41 States and the territories of Hawaii and 
Porto Rico are now co-operating with the 
Government in the forest protection and 
reforestation activities for which the law 
rovides. Thirty States have appointed 
Extension Foresters and are co-operating 
with the Government in assisting farmers in 
the handling of their woodlands. 

The week will be directed by an American 
Forest Week Committee, of which Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinios is chairman. Nearly 100 
organizations, repesenting a wide variety of 
interests, are co-operating, among them 


associations representing outdoor, wild life, | F, Baldwin 


and recreational interests, foresters and 
forestry associations, the lumber industry, 
consumers of forest products, labor, scientific, 
civic, and women’s organizations, as well as 
the State and Federal Governments. The 
American Federation of Labor, the Farm 
Bureau Federation, the National Grange, 
the American Legion, the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, the Boy 
Scouts, and Camp Fire Girls, the National 
Lumber Manufacturers Association, General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Association, National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference, the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, and the Motion 
Picture Theatre Owners of America are 
included among the co-operating organiza- 
tions. Local Forest Week Committees are 
being organized in every State.

The first street car was similarly designed 
after the old stage coach, but running on rails. 

From that it was but a step to the electric 
car, the only change being the substitution of 
a motor for the horse or mule. 

The first automobile was a horse-drawn 
buggy with a gasoline motor in place of a 
horse, and for the first few years of the in- 
dustry the general appearance of motor cars 
resembled horse-drawn vehicles and were 
popularly called “ horse-less” carriages. 

With the perfection of motor” power 
came the desire for greater luxury and 
beauty, resulting in the distinctive de- 
signs of motor cars now in general use. ‘I he 
evident appreciation of the public for pleas- 
ing lines and luxurious equipment has in the 
past few years opened the eyes of builders of 
street railway equipment to the necessity for 
entirely changing their ideas as to what consti- 
tutes a street car. 

Some of the new cars now being built 
resemble to a large degree the most luxurious 
motor buses—in shape, height and riding 
qualities, 

A new car is now being designed and will be 
given a trail on one of New England's lead- 
ing street railway lines during the next few 
months. It will have a seating capacity 
equal to the largest cars—approximately 44 
persons. Its body has been designed by an 
automobile architect and will combine the 
necessary dimensions for the capacity of the 
large street cars with the smooth running, 
good lines and beauty of the motor car, 

In place of heavy steel construction it will 
have duralumin castings, forgings and fin- 
ished shapes. Its panels instead of being of 
wood or steel will be of aluminum, easily 
removable in case of damage. Its bearings 
will be of the roller-bearing type used in 
automobile trucks, The seats will resemble 
automobile seats both in comfort and appear- 
ance. The instruments of control ae tte the 


colors and scientifically lighted. In place of 
the gearing now commonly used in driving 
street cars, the drive will resemble the auto 
moblile with drive shaft and differential | 
running in oil, reducing the amount of noise. | 
The body and machinery will be cushioned 
with rubber as in the best automobile prac 
tice. | 

This car will be lighter in weight than the } 
smallest one-man Birney car and conse- | 
quently cheaper to operate, Its builders 
contemplate making extensive tests as to 
speed and comfort in riding, including tests 
to determine the amount of noise 

If this car fulfills the expectations of its 
sponsors, it may easily revolutionize electric 
street railway transportation practices and 
result in a much greater prosperity for this 
necessary type of mass transportation

Teachers Association. 


The regular meeting of the Shawsheen 
Parent-Teacher association was held Wed- 
nesday evening in the school hall and the 
speaker, Mrs. Maria Chaffee of Belmont, 
field secretary of the national kindergarten 
association, talked on ‘Kindergartens in 
the Schools.” The association which she 
represents is working for the passage of a 
state law which will make mandatory, 
kindergartens in the public schools. 

She quoted eminent educators, among 
them Angelo Patri, President Emeritus 
Elliot of Harvard, and Dr. Thom of Boston, 
as being in favor of kindergartens as they 
consider the early years, from birth to six 
years, the most important age. 

Of the 160,000 children in Massachusetts, 
from four to six years of age, but 29,000 are in 
kindergarten and the balance are running 
around the streets when they should be en- 
joying the advantages that a good, well-core 
ducted kindergarten offers to them, She 
stated that figures based on a survey through- 
out the state showed the repeats in the first 
grade were more in the towns and cities that 
had no kindergarten.

funds in this country. This monetary situa- 
tion should help to stimulate the building 
industry and prevent the decline being as 
severe as it otherwise would be. When 
prosperity falls off, or money becomes tight 
the people naturally stop building. The 
smallest amount of building takes place when 
commodity prices are lowest and building 
costs are at a minimum. 

The building industry, however, is not only 
very dependent on prosperity, but prosperity 
is very dependent on the building industry. 
When a building is erected it helps all kinds 
of labor and every other of the nine great 
industries. The real estate man, the founda- 
tion ple, the makers of all kinds of 
material, hardware dealers, furniture dealers, 
insurance agents and all groups of people are 
in some way benefited by building. Fieace, 
everyone has a direct interest in helping to 
keep the building industry normally active. 
Although the Babsonchart is made up as an 
index of business, yet it very well portrays 
the situation in the buildizg iccustry today. 
The peak of the present area of the Babson- 
chart was reached last December when it 
stood at 15 percent above normal. It then 
declined to 7 percent above normal in Febru- 
ary and now has risen to 12 percent above 
normal. The building industry has had a 
similar decline from its peak, but taking the 
country as a whole is still above normal. 


Dogs Must Be Licensed 
Chapter 140, General Law s — Sec tion 137, 
The owner or keeper of a do g which is three 
months old or over shall annually, on or 
before March 31, cause it to be registered, 
numbered, described and licensed for one 
year from the first day of April following, if 
the dog is kept in Boston, in the office of the 
police commissioner, or if kept in any other 
city or town, in the office of the « lerk there- 
of. The license shall be subject to the con- 
dition expressed therein that the dog which 
is the subject of the license shall be controlled 
and restrained from killing, chasing or haras- 
sing sheep, lambs, fowls or other domestic 
animals. The owner or keeper of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a 
collar distinctly marked with its owners 
name and its registered number.
